Brood Sows Nearly As Valuable As 
Good Shorthorns,

favor of hogs throughout Ontario 
and Eastern Canada, The short- 
sighted policy of many farmers last 
fall in selling their brood sows is 
bringing its natural reward in disap- 
pointment to those now unable to 
take advantage oftan exceptional de- 
mand for breeding stock. Brood 
sows are today reported to be selling, 
in some districts, to within $5.00 of 
good grade shorthorns. The follow- 
ing items are contained in the last re- 
ports on farm conditions made by 


.chewan 


the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture:— 
“Brant (county) says that good 


Shorthorn grade cows at an all-day 
sale brought only about $95.00 while 
brood sows fetched around $90.00. 
Small pigs are unusually scarce on 
this market this spring and = run 
from $12.00 to $16.00 a pair, accord- 
ing to age.” 

“Brood sows are in good demand 
at auction sales according to Kent, 
Simcoe and Peel representatives, the 
last quoting prices ranging from 
$75.00 to $125.00,” ss

its height last fall, packers, realizing 
the inevitable effect, issued reiterated 
warnings to farmers. Because of 
the information then issued the worst 
in a sweep to the abattoirs was stem- 
med, Many farmers must now real- 
ize how valuable that information was 
to them. This quick rebound in hogs 
only confirms the business creed of 
those closest to the livestock industry 
that the “in-and-outer,” especially in 
hog breeding, is his own worst enemy,

Canada And Its Gaal 


The sound national and economic policy for any country is unques- 
tionably to be found in a decision and determination by its people to buy 
the products of their own country which are available in preference to simi- 
lar products of any other country. They should adopt such a policy not 
because of any prohibitive embargo that may be placed by Governments 
upon importations from other lands—which may lead to mopopolistic tend- 
encies and unduly high prices at home—but because it is good national busi- 
to kecp a country’s money at-home, working in and for the country, and 
assisting to develop its resources and industries, 

There are always some articles of produce and manufacture which a 
country cannot itself provide. These, of course, must be imported from 
other countries which do produce these things. In turn, that country has 
to buy something it cannot provide at home, Thus is international trade 
created. And, as is well known, international trade is paid by exchange of 
commodities rather than in’cash, Gold comes into play in international 
trade when one country imports much more largely from another than it 
sclis to such country. This balance of trade as between two countries also 
operates to fix the rate of exchange between them. When, therefore, one 
country buys from another country largely in excess of its sales to such 
country, it not only has to ship gold to make up the shortage in sales, but 
it frequently happens it has to pay a premium in exchange rates. 

The fact will, or at least should, be appreciated that it is good national 
business—and what is good in this case for the nation as a whole is good 
for each individual—for a cotntry to confine its import trade as largely as 
possible to those things it cannot itself provide, and not to import what it 
can just as well produce itself, 

Let us apply this theory, or principle, which is undoubtedly sound, to 
Canada and to one particular article of which Canada can easily supply her 
own needs. We refer to coal, Canada is rich in coal, richer than most 
countries, There are large deposits in Nova Scotia, on our Atlantic sea- 
board, and in British Columbia, on our Pacific coast. The Prairie Prov- 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan are also richly endowed in this respect, 
particularly Alberta. According to a recent statement by the Mines 
Branch of the Province of Alberta, fifteen per cent. of the world’s unmined 
reserves of known coal lie in Alberta. The world recognizes the British 
Isles as one of the greatest coal mining and exporting areas, a miners’ 
strike there disturbs industry and transportatfon all over the world, yet it 
is officially stated that, notwithstanding Britain’s richness in coal, 70 per 
cent. of the coal reserves of the British Empire are to be found in the 
Province of Alberta. 

Notwithstanding this great wealth at our very doors, Canadians con- 
tinue to import tens of millions of dollars’ worth of coal every year from 
the United States, despite the fact of an overwhelming adverse balance of 
trade against us as between these two countries, and the further fact that 
there are many things which we ourselves do not and cannot produce and 
must buy from the south. Approximately $18,000,000 were paid last year 
by the people of Manitoba alone for United States coal, to which at least 
another $2,000,000 had to be added to cover exchange when paying this 
huge coal bill. 

And all the time the Alberta mines were hungering for the coal orders 
that Manitoba people were placing in the United States. The working 
capacity, with present equipment, of Alberta mines is 12,000,000 tons per 
year, yet because of lack of orders only 7,000,000 tons were mined last year, 
It would have been good business for Manitoba to have purchased all its 
coal in Alberta and, by distributing the $20,000,000 it paid to the United 
States, provided steady employment for Canadian miners, thus helping to 
settle prevailing unrest, and at the same time creating a larger purchasing 
market for the manufacturers, wholesalers and jobbers of Manitoba, 

According to a statement made before the Parliamentary Fuel Com- 
mittee at Ottawa on April 13th by S. J. Cook, chief of the mining division 
of the Railway Commission, coal production in Nova Scotia, and mines 
working only to half their capacity in Alberta, Canadians in 1920 imported 
15,902,632 tons of bituminous coal from the United States, or nearly three 
million tons more than in the preceding year, 

This is bad business for Canada all round. Quantity production means 
cheaper production, and by keeping Canada’s coal mines working to capa- 
city the production cost per ton will be lowered, because steady employment 
for miners, without costly layoffs, means a lower wage charge per ton ac- 
tually produced. Buying Canadian coal means keeping Canada’s money in 
Canada, to be used in Canada’s business, employing and paying Canada’s 
own workers, developing Canada’s resources, and adding to the turnover 
and prosperity of every line of Canada’s commercial activity. 

A éustoms tariff will not bring about the desired result, but, acting in their 
individual and collective capacity, the business men and cititzens of Canada 
can do if they will, They will be terribly shortsighted if they fail to take 
advantage of the opportunity which ligs open to them.

New Use For 
Saskatchewan Clay 


Manufacture of Fire Lighter from this 
Material May be Commenced. 


The manufacture of a fire lighter 
from clay deposits, found on his land, 
is being undertaken by a Waldeck 
farmer, This deposit is the only 
known one of its kind on the Ameri- 
can continent, although considerable 
quantities of this clay are also found 
in Germany. The fire lighter is in 
the form of a brick. It is soaked in 
kerosene for a few minutes, and when 
it has absorbed a quantity, a match is 
applied, The brick will burn for half 
an hour with a steady flame, and when 
exhausted can be replenished with 
kerosene and used indefinitely. Other 
uses to which this clay can be put 
are: Kalsomine, filler for paper, Dutch 
cleanser, white shoe polish and brick 
or tile of the very best quality.

Dressed Meat for England 


Shipping of Cattle on Hoof May be, 
Suspended by New Method, 
Mr. P. Burns, of P. Burns & Co,,| 
one of the largest livestock dealers in 
Canada, predicted that the shipping 
of cattle on the hoof to England 
would be superseded in Canada by the 
system of transportation in the dress- 
ed state, in the next tén years.

SCURVY AND THE TEETH. 


Copyright, 1921, by Rea Proctor 
McGee. 


At the Lester Institute in London, 
years of experiments in the study of 
scurvy have shown that the slightest 
trace of this discase results in definite 
changes in the structure of the teeth. 

We have long known that the mere 
presence of bacteria does not mean 
infection, To have bacteria beccme 
active we must have a point of en- 
trance and a lowered resistance. 

Scurvy lowers the resistance of the 
teeth by causing changes in the tooth 
structure, and so encourages the ac- 
tivity of the bacteria of decay. In 
addition, the lowering of the vitality 
of the membrane surrounding the 
tooth, causes a loosening of the teeth 
in their sockets, which will result in 
their total loss if the disease is not 
checked. 

Scurvy is a disease that is caused 
by lack of proper nourishment. We 
usually think of this disease as one 
that was commonest in the Civil War 
days and that it is not likely to occur 
in our own time, 

But, strange as it may seem, in 
times of peace, and in all parts of the 
world, scurvy is a prevalent disease. 

There is a very common form, 
known as latent scurvy, that is diffi- 
cult to recognize except by the con- 
dition of the gums and teeth, This 
is particularly prevalent in wunder- 
nourished children. The causes of 
this disease are: Insufficient food, 
food that may be eaten in sufficient 
quantity but that does not provide the 
right elements for nourishment, food 
that may be sufficient in quantity and 
quality but that is not properly masti- 
cated and consequently does not com- 
pletely digest. 

Ir fact, it is not the quantity of 
food that counts; it is the nourish- 
ment derived from it that gives | 
strength. The condition of the teeth 
and gums may be either the cause or 
the result of this disease of under- 
nourishment. 

If the child’s tecth decay rapidly. 
and the gums are inflamed and the 
bony process around the teeth begins 
to absorb, giving the appearance of

Tn wat, -.address-at-the Agricultural 
Conference held recently at Saska- 
toan, W. A. McLeod, Editor of Pub- 
lications for the Saskatchewan Gov- 


yerninent, said in part: 


“The press, as usual, has the last 
word. Having the last word I can 
speak dogmatically. The services 
the press has rendered agriculture— 
and I include in this the daily, weekly 
and agricultural press—are so great 
and cover such,a wide field that were 
I now a genuine newspaper man, it 
would be too much like boasting were 
1 to enumerate them. I hold the 
same relation to journalism today 
which many of you here do to farm- 
ing, for I edit a serious, dignified gov- 
erninent publication which does not 
have to depend-on the number of its 
subscribers or its advertising patron- 
age, to make a living for the editor. 

“The press, in serving agriculture, 
has rendered a great service to you 
men ‘who are also serving agriculture 
in the same field and the highest of 
all, the field of education. ‘The pro- 
fession best represented at this con- 
ference is that of the technical agri- 
culturist, who was popularly, or rather 
unpopularly known a few years ago 
as a ‘book farmer,’ ‘There is still 
some dispute as to whom the credit 
belongs for ‘book farmers’ being list- 
ened to in these days with the keen- 
est interest by the very men who used 
to speak of ‘book farmers’ with ridi- 
cule or contempt a comparatively few 
years’ ago. Some, of you hold that 
this changed attitude is owing to the 
experimental farms today being more 
numerous, larger, better equipped and 
doing better work than they did a 
generation ago. Others believe that 
it is due to the advances made by our 
agricultural colleges which are taking 
the university to those who cannot 
come to it, and still others -give the 
credit for this changed attitude to the 
progress made by our federal and pro- 
vincial departments of agriculture. 

“T grant you that a general advance 
has been made all along the line, but 
maintain that it was the press more 
than any other agency that killed the 
bogey of the ‘book farmer’ and en- 
sures him a respectful hearing today 
whenever he has any message of im- 
portance to give the public, and wide 
publicity for what he has to say if he 
can tell the story in an interesting 
way. And I further claim that the 
success of ‘Better Farming Trains,’ 
agricultural short courses, and the 
increasing knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of the valuable work done at our 
Agricultural Colleges and experimen- 
tal farms is in a large measure due to 
the publicity given them by the press. 

“Rudyard Kipling tells of a tribe in 
the very early history of our race, 
which had just fought a terrible bat- 
tle with a rival tribe and had come off 
victorious chiefly through the prowess 
of one warrior who had performed 
prodigies of valor, but when the tribe 
held a feast to celebrate the victory— 
the-bodies of the slain probably furn- 
ishing a substantial portion of the 
banquet—and the hero was called 
upon to make a speech, he broke 
down ignomiously after a few stam- 
mering words. Then uprose another 
man, who had not been in the fight at 
all but had been at the movies or fish- 
ing on the day of the battle, and he 
described the whole affair, the 
triumph of his tribe and the slaughter 
and rout of the enemy, until all the

May Withhold Help

Allies Will Abandon Efforts If Aus- 
tria Unites With Germany.

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Europe During War Time| 


All Classes of Animals Show De- 
creases Compared With Pre- 

; War Totals. 

In the “Agricultural Gazette,” the 
official organ of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Mr, T. K, 
Doherty, LL.B., has a well presented 
statement on the world-numbers of 
farm livestock which is full of hope- 
ful significance to Canadian farmers. 
Mr, Doherty is commissioner at Ot- 
tawa for the International Institute of 
Agriculture, whose headquarters in 
Rome collects information which is 
the “last word” on farming conditions 
the wide world over. 

His figures are brought down to a 
few months ago. He has grouped 
the European countries as one unit 
and the newer countries of the world 
as another. In the latter are includ- 
ed Canada, United States, Argentina, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa 
and Tunis (the North African land 
which is making surprising advances). 

In all classes of animals the Euro- 
pean figures show decreases when 
compared with pre-war totals, In 
cattle and sheep the drop is 12 per 
cent. each and in swine as much as 
36 per cent. In Great Britain, which 
remains Canada’s best market, there

is decrease in cattle of 421,600 head, | 


in sheep 4,638,000 head (a decrease 
equal to one and one-half times the 
entire number in Canada, and in 
swine of 523,700 head. 

Only one European country shows 
an all-round increase. That is Spain, 
where the growth in swine totalled 
1,219,000 head (or at the rate of 50 
per cent. over pre-war figures), ce@ttle 
354,000 and sheep 785,000. Portugal 
shows a small increase and Germany 
an increase of 1,108,000 in sheep. Den- 
mark, which is our chief competitor 
in the bacon market, had a decrease 
of 1,488,000 in hogs and France 2,953,- 
000, while Germany’s drop in hogs 
was by the enormous total of 11,- 
389,000. 

It is true that, throughout the 
world, there is a net increase of 4 per 
cent. in cattle, but there is a world- 
wide drop in sheep and swine of 3% 
per cent. and 91% per cent. respec- 
tively. 

Mr. Doherty’s contribution, inter- 
preted for the average farmer, indi- 
cates that there is no sign whatever of 
a lessened demand in the chief con- 
suming countries for the meats which 
Canada is so well fitted to supply. 


Cannot Dispense 
With Sure Shield 


Not Safe For Britain to Surrender 
Naval Power. 


Do we need a fleet?.. That question 
may be answered by another. Are 
there any indications that the Millen- 
ium is dawning? We fear that the 
state of Europe, to look no farther 
afield, does not support such com- 
plete confidence in the rule of reason 
and justice as to encourage us to dis- 
pense with our “sure shield.” No one 
can foresee the course of events for 
a year, or even a month, and it takes 
six or seven years to train a junior 
naval officer or skilled. rating, and 
at least half that time to build a bat- 
tleship or a cruiser. Naval power 
cannot be created in a hurry, and 
once surrendered can never be recov- 
ered. Decay of strength by sea was 
the precursor to the decline of the 
great maritime empires of the past.— 
London Daily Telegraph.

Sunflowers Increase 
Dairy Profits 


Reports Indicate That New Fodder Is 
Destined a Standard Crop. 

Now tlvat winter feeding of stock is 
finished, reports on the results of sun- 
flower feed are coming in from many 
sources, and all tend to indicate that 
this new fodder is destined to become 
a standard crop in the prairie prov- 
inces of Canada. It seems that prac- 
tically everybody who has experi- 
mented with a few acres of sunflowers 
is going to plant at least double the 
acreage of last year and silos will be 
springing up in every direction, 

A typical example of what this sil- 
age means to the dairy farmer is giv- 
en by Bert Tiffin, of Lethbridge, Al- 
berta. In December, January and 
February, 1919, his cows produced 
milk to the value of 1,128.93. Last 
year Mr. Tiffin planted five acres to 
sunflowers and from the same number 
of cows he got milk tlt brought him 
$1,648.04, an increase of $519.11, His 
silo cost less than $500. Previously 
he needed all his quarter section to 
supply feed to his herd, but his sun- 
flower yield was so large that he has 
been able to spare fifty tons of al- 
falfa, worth about $700, for the mar- 
ket so that even with the expenses of 
his silo he will have a net cash sur- 
plus of more than $700. Adding in 
the value of his silo he-has found 
that the sunflower fodder has meant 
more than $1,200 increased revenue to 
him. 


Germany Not Paying 


Would Be Better to Commence More 
Definite Squeezing Process. 


It will soon be time for the allied 
supreme council to make known its 
intention towards Germany in the 
event of her continued refusal to pay 
the reparations bill. The present pol- 
icy of occupation docs nothing more 
than impress a few thousands of her 
population. Such revenue as may be 
exacted through an allied customs 
zone will merely contribute towards 
the cost of maintaining the troops on 
foreign soil. If it is intended that 
the debtor nation shall discharge her 
obligation it would be better to com- 
mence a more definite squeezing pro- 
cess a little nearer Berlin. A march 
to the capital may not be practicable 
for many reasons; but the seizure of 
German ports with all the available 
shipping, and a few of the larger in- 
dustrial plants would impress her a 
good deal more effectively than the 
sort of friendliness which appears to 
have sprung up between the people 


of Duesseldorf and the troops quart- 


ered there. The longer the delay 
the more difficult it will be to apply 
stern measures,—Victoria ‘Times.

Gradually some other clerks came 
in en route to their different appoint- 
H. B. Round, an English- 
man for Peace River, Scott Simpson 
for British Columbia, Count Von 
Beneki (Von. Bernstoff his correct 
name according to Isaac Cowie), an 
ex-Dragoon officer from Prussia who 
had got into trouble with Von Bis- 
mark and was therefore 
semi-exile. Fort Qu’Appelle was to 
be our starting point and there we all 
went, a brother of Mr. McDonald 
leader of the party. Mr, Chief Trad- 
er, Ewen McDonald, was bound for 
Isle la Crosse, he having his family 
with him. Our chief guide was a 
young French halfbreed named Jeune 
Homme, A splendid rider and an ex- 
perienced — plainsman. We had 
travelled together the previous win- 
ter and were chummy. Our first night 
out from Ellis we only made some 
ten miles and just about bedtime 1 
and Jeune Homme sneaked out of 
camp, caught and saddled our pon- 
ies, and rode back to the fort, where 
my dogs had been chained up to the 
pickets. Cautiously entering by a

side gate I soon had them loose with | 


the aid of a new file, but had hard 
work Tthecking their transports at see- 
ing me again. Next day Mr, Ewen 
remarked in a dry manner, “So your 
dogs followed_after all?” and I inno- 
cently agreed to this. 

Our trip to Qu’Appelle was un- 
eventful, but my surprise was great 
on reaching there to note the beauty 
of the site, and to add to the pictures- 
queness of the scene there were some 
fifteen hundred tepees of Plain Crees 
in the lovely valley and buffalo were 
reported only a day or twos ride to 
the souwest. Mr. MacLean was in 
charge, better known in later years 


as Fort Pitt MacLean, for in 1885 he} 


and his family surrendered themselves 
to Big-Bear’s band. A Mr, McKin- 
lay joined us here, fresh in from the 
plains and ordered to Peace River. 
The days passed busily as a large bri- 
gade of loaded carts were being sent 
to Carlton under our escort. 

’ The valley was a stirring place, and 
it was a fascinating study for me to 
watch the Indian braves and note the 
dancing, gambling and love-making 
which went on merrily. Little Fox, 
second war chief of the Crees, was 
here, and really the most magnificent 
looking man I ever saw. Eagle fea- 
tured, over six feet in height, he was 
splendidly mounted on a handsome 
sorrel horse which looked like a thor- 
oughbred, -A Henry rifle across his 
saddle bow, a splendid bow strength- 
ened at the back with buffalo sinew, a 
quiver full of iron pointed and feath- 
ered arrows over his shoulder, dress- 
ed from head to foot in buckskin 
richly ornamented with porcupine 
quills, he truly looked the ideal war- 
rior from one of Fenimore Cooper’s 
novels. I gazed at him with ad- 
miration and walking up to him. held 
out my hand, He looked down, 
smiled at the little clerk and gave me 
two fingers for a salute. At this 
time it was said the Crees could put 
seven thousand fighting men in the 
field. What a contrast from today, 
when there are only a few broken 
remnants of his tribe left.

All our arrangements were ready 
for a start next day and I was chuck- 
ling over the fact of still having my 
dogs with me. But, alas, that even- 
ing news arrived that Chief Factor 
McDonald was coming, and the flag 
was hoisted from the staff. My heart 
sank, and as he drove into the fort he 
spotted me and sarcastically remark- 
ed, “So you thought you were clever 
in stealing your dogs, but this time 


they will stay here.” I was furious 
and that evening we had an awful row 
and I was threatened with all sorts of 
penalties if I did not shut up. There 
Was no recourse and the dogs stayed, 
but they fretted and did not thrive 
after the separation, and next winter 
the three brothers diced. It took me 
years to get over this what I consider- 
ed a high-handed piece of injustice. 
Mr. McDonald was not through 
with me yet as he detained the steady 
ponies we had ridden from Ellis and 
substituted a wild bunch of untrained 
| one’s just in from the plains, saying 
in his sarcastic way that wild clerks 
should have wild horses. I was no 
rider and consulted my friend Jeune 
Homme about the prospect. He 
counselled courage and lent’ me his 
Indian with small stirrups. 
There was no doubt I was in an aw- 
ful funk, and when everything was 
being hitched up next morning I dal- 
lied behind and was the last to mount 
my wild steed. The brigade, a good 
half mile long, had crossed the bridge 
over the Qu’Appelle River when my 
mare was roped and led up, and. I 
rather foolishly got on her inside the 
square. The ropes were taken off, 
but she simply stood trembling while 
Mr. McDonald and the spectators 
were grinning with amusement at the 
prospect of secing the young Canuck 
bucked off. I gave her a crack with 
the whip, when up she went in the air, 
then three times round the square like 
a Jack Rabbit. At the last round I 
heard a yell and crouched on her neck, 
the bar over the big gate swept my 
hat off. On she flew after the party, 
jumped into the river, swam across 
and circled the brigade several times 
before they reached the opposite hill. 
Wonderjul to say I kept my seat that 
day, but some little time afterwards 
she bucked me off right in front of 
Mrs .McDonald, much to her and the

Sunday came and a rest day was 

called. Count Von Beneki electrified 
us all by appearing in full dress with

we were challenged individually and 
collectively to a duel with either 
swords or pistols, he having both with 
him, and very handsome weapons. 
This we naturally refused, but Round, 
who was skilled in boxing, counter- 
challenged him with the gloves. This 
he accepted and was knocked out in 
short order, Poor Beneki was ord- 
ered to New Caledonia, somewhere 
near where Fort George is now I 
heard from him twice, and then we 
lost track of cach other,
